here yesterday morning on the steamer Har- 
riet Lane, and were transferred to the cus- 
tody of the U. S. marshal. From the state- 
ments which they made to our reporters, it 
would seem that the Savannah went to sea 
but poorly prepared for the dangerous-busi- 
ness of privateering ; her armament was 
very defective and her officers unskilled in 
seamanship. The captain .states that he 
had never anticipated the possible contin- 
gency of his capture, havii.g trusted to the 
excellent sailing qualities of his craft to es- 
cape a superior foe..

as to the'prospects of tho rebel.-!, as follows 
—•' Evidently the southern government, 
however gallantly, or even desperately, he- 
roie men may light, cannot sustain itself in 
this war. With no importations or expor- 
iations, with no navigation, with no com- 
merce either by land or water, with no 
treasure, with no credit abroad, with no 
means of raising money but by increased 
taxation, where taxation is already ruinous, 
with its nationality not recognized by any 
of the-nations of the eartb, and with no 
power to take prizes into any of the ports

The Milwaukee papers, iu behalf of the 


banks, have attempted io cast the blame ol 
the recent currency troubles upon the rail- 
roads. The following letter shows how the 
Milwaukee banks served the manager of the 
Racine road. 
Doubtless others would have 


been treated in the same way> if they con- 
tinued to take the bankers list, especially 
those roads whose head-quarters nronotiu 
Milwaukee. 


This letter of Mr. Thompson is evidence 


that there was an agreement, understand- 
ing or conspiracy among the Milwaukee 
bankers, four days before they violated their 
pledge by throwing out the ten banks, that 
they would do this; and hence they had no 
exchange to sell to Mr, Thompsouou. Tues- 
day the 18th. 
Between this time and Sat- 


urday the 22d, they were probably' payiug 
ont the bills of the discredited ten banks 
and on the last day named they were pre- 
pared to throw them out, having in the 
mean time got rid of all they had. 
Having 


put off selling exchange to Mr. Thompson 
until that time, they were then prepared to 
sell e.xchange to him for ten per cent pre- 
mium, rejecting all the bills of the ten 
banks, in bis package, amounting, as he 
says, to $2,344. Can any thing bo more 
heartless and dishonorable than this trans- 
action with Mr. Thompson ? He was dcirjg 
all he could on his road to uphold the ar- 
rangement to sustain the bankers' list, and 
yet t-p to (he last minute they allowed him 
to go on taking currency that they knew 
would soon be discredited by themselves. 
As soon as the excitement commenced, 
growing out of their most unpardonable 
breach of faith, the presses in their interest 
commenced abusing the railroads for not 
sustaining the bankers, and endeavored to 
excuse the want of common honesty, ex- 
hibited by the banks, by casting the blame 
upon certain 'railroads. If other railroad 
managers were treated by them as Mr. 
Thompson was when he first applied for ex- 
change, and we presume they were, it was 
excuse enough to stop receiving the cur- 
rency on. their list. 
The wonder is that he 


did not refuiie to take their money on the 
18th, instead of continuing to receive it until 
the 22J, the day when the ten banks were 
thrown out. 


We publish below Mr. Thompson's letter 


of -explanation of his dealings with the 
Milwaukee bankers, from the 18th of June 
to the 22d, and we think his letter is con- 
clusive evidence of premeditated deception 
and fraud on the part of the Milwaukee 
bankers, engaged iu upholding what .is call- 
ed the bankers' list. We are quite satis- 
fied that it was only a scheme on their part 
to palm upon the people the poor currency 
which had accumulated upon theic hands. 


RACINE, JUDO 24, 1861. 


EDITOR SENTIXSL :—As the bankers of 


Milwaukee put the blame of discrediting 
the currency partly upon the railroads, I 
claim to be published as an exception. ' 


On the 18th inst. I went to Milwaukee 


with §12,000 current moaey, and could buy 
neither gold nor exchange for it. 
I wrote 


on the 19th to a Milwaukee banker in the 
following terms : 
" I left a package with yon yesterday con- 


taining $9,000 current Wisconsin money, 
which I am anxious to convert icto gold or 
eastern exchange. If you can aid me in 
the-matter, I shall be ranch obliged by your 
doing so.

Last Night's Report. 


WASHINGTON, June 27. 


Additional to Mathias Point Affair.—It 


appears that the federal force landed at the 
Point was only 35 men who all day yester- 
day were erecting a battery on the Point.

The city was startled, to-day, by the arri- 


val of the steamer Pawnee with news of 
the sad result of an attempt to plant » bat- 
tery at Mathias Point, below Acquia Creek, 
the steamer also bringing the dead body of 
Capl. James H. Ward, who lost hia life in 
thifnnequal engagement. 
Capt. Ward was 


in" command of a U. 8. flotilla, and was 
shot on board the Freeborn, while bravely 
attempting to cover, with the guns of that 
vessel, the retreat of his small force. — 
He had landed them at the Point for the 
purpose of erecting a breastwork of sand 
bags, but they were surprised by nearly a 
thousand rebels, and compelled to retreat 
under every circumstance of disadvantage. 
While sighting a 32-ponuder he was struck 
in the breast by a musket ball, and though 
seriously woundsd continued to fire for 
three-quarters of an hour. He waa then 
compelled to leave his post, and died in a 
few minutes. 


Some of the sailors were left on shore, 


owing to the precipitate retjeat to the boats, 
and these swam to the Freeborn, cue of 
them carrying a wounded comrade on his 
back, and another bravely waving a Union 
flag, which was perforated by no leas than 
nineteen balls before he reached the ve9sel. 
Besides Capt. Ward, two men were wound- 
ed, and one of them, it is supposed, cannot 
recover. Capt. Ward was a very efficient 
officer, and was most enthusiastically at- 
tached to the cause of the Union. His 
previous exploits along the Potomac had 
won him a measure of esteem which ren- 
ders his sad fate in this instance, this last 
instance, a loss to be deplored.
